show steadily increasing yields with­ 
out any special effort 
o enrich it, 
either by commercial fertilizers or 
by crop rotation. 
Some of our ten­ 
ants get as much as a hundred bush­ 
els of corn to the a re and forty 
bushels of wheat. 
The experience of 
tho experiment farm of tile Univer- 
sit\ 
of Illinois has shown us that 
good tanning sense will maintain the 
fertility of Illinois land for years. 
And we shal be guided largely by 
their record in our use of the land.” 
T h e experiments to which 
Mr. 
Shaw referred covered a period of 
nearly thirty-five years. 
At the end 
of that time, with no commercial 
fertilizer, but with a tested system 
of crop rotation, the yield of corn 
and wheat was only a few bushels 
less than its highest, yield after the 
wild prairie land had been “ tamed.” 
The net profits of the Christie and 
Lowe farms have ranged between 
$12 and $17 an acre.
